Governor of Empire State Pays 
Visit to Chief Executive 
of the Land 


1S GUEST AT WHITE HOUSE 


Hloosevelt Declares That McKinley Has 
Made No Mistake In ls 
Administration, 


PHILIPPINE POLICY [5 SUSTAINED 


Rough Rider;Jumps on the Congress- 
men Who Held Out Against the 
Treaty and Charges to Them 
All the Blood of the 
War. 


Washington, July 8.—Governor Theodore 
of New York, is tonight the 
guest of the president at the white house. 
He arrived here this afternoon from Oyster 
Bay in response to a telegraphic request 
from President McKinley to come to 
Washington for a consultation. 

Governor Roosevelt was met at the depot 
by the president's secretary, Mr. Cortel- 
you, and driven direct to the white house, 


where he was received by the president. 
‘There was a short conversation between 


the two distinguished men before dinner. 
‘afterwards, together with Secretary Hay, 
Secretary Long, Attorney General Griggs 
‘and General Corbin, they sat upon the 
gvestern veranda of the executive mansion 
for a longer consultation. 

His visit set afloat various rumors, among 
them that he had been called here to be 
gendered the office of secretary of war, to 
te given command of a brigade in the Phil- 
{ppines and to designate an entire regi- 
ment for service there. He declined to 
giscuss these, protesting the president's 
-Purposé was merely to consult him re- 
garding the organization of the new volun- 
teer army, especially the personnel of the 
éfficers. He was asked in so many words 
whether the president had tendered him 
the secretaryship. He replied to this ques- 
tion only with a laugh. 

The governor's best friends in W ashing- 
ton say that regardless of the facts as to 


the president's tender or failure to make 


one, the governor would much prefer his 
present position as chief executive of the 
Empire State to a fractional term in the 
war department, and his treatment of the 
question tonight renders this theory as to 


his attitude most plausible, 

Governor Roosevelt dictated the follow- 
Ing interview to the Associated Press: 

“The president has told me that he wish- 
ed only recommendations based upon the 
efficiency of the men recommended, and 
that he will pay heed to no others. The 
president’s attitude in the matter in the 
face of the terrific political pressure to 
which he is and will be subjected is such 
as to entitle him to the support of all 
men who feel that politics has no place 
in the army, who feel that it is, ina pecu- 
lidr sense, the property of the whole coun- 
try, and that in the giving of commissions 
and promotions alike absolutely no consid- 
eration should enter outside of the merit 

en as soldiers. 
ap eco recommendations will be limited 
to the men I had under me, or saw in ac- 
tion, and to the members of the New York 
wolunteer regiments of whose merits I have, 
as governor, not merely official knowledge, 
but also the knowledge gained from per- 
sonal inquiry among their superiors.’ 
Referring to the general situation in the 
PHilippines and the policy of the adminis- 
tration with reference to those islands, 
Governor Roosevelt said: 

“Of course any American worthy of the 
jiame must stand behind the president in his 
absolute purpose to bring the insurrection 
in the Philippines to an end. I have no 
question that by the beginning of the dry 
season General Otis will be in shape to 
stamp out all resistance. Then the presi- 
dent can and will see that the reign of ab- 


solute law and justice follows. It cannot 


be too clearly kept in mind that the whole 
trouble is due to the men who for two 
months prevented the ratification of the 
treaty of peace and to those who declined to 
give the president the troops he needed 
upon the terms he asked. Those who took 
part in the first movement to oppose the 
treaty have on their s: 9uls the guilt of most 
of the bloodshed both of our own troops 
and that of the natives of the Philippines; 
and the would-be traitors who have since 
been encouraging Aguinaldo and his foillow- 
ers to the limit of their small capacity 
share the guilt so far as their feeble pow- 
ers permit.

MURDERED HIS STEPDAUGHTER. 


That Is the Charge Against Felix 
Thompson at Spartanburg. 

Columbia, S. C., July 8.—(Special.)—W hile 
the Stuckey case was being disposed of in 
Spartanburg, another sensational crime was 
committed in that county. Felix Thomp- 
son, a young white man, has been lodged 
in jail for the cruel murder of his six-year- 
old stepdaughter. He married the mother 
a year ago, the child being illegitimate, 
and has always treated it cruelly, adminis- 
tering unmerciful beatings. 

Thursday, after terribly bruising the 
child, it was apparent it would die, so 
Thompson, fearing summary treatment at 
the hands of neighbors, tied his wife in the 
woods and fled.

JOHN STUCKEY GETS TEN YEARS. 


Jury Brought — in a Verdict of Man- 


slaughter Against Him, 

Columbia, 8. C., July 8.—(Special.)—The 
case of John K. Stuckey, charged with the 
murder of John Sevier, in Spartanburg, 
December 27th last, was given to the jury 
at midday. The defense occupied nearly 
five hours !n argument, Congressman 
Stanyam Willson closing for that side. 

From the first a little rusty pistol had 
played an important part in every move 
by the defense. That pistol was found on 
the floor of the office just after Sevier had 
been shot by Stuckey. The state identified 
the pistol as one that had been in the safe 
for a year. 

The theory of the defense was that Sevier, 
after being shot, had dropped the pistol 
on the floor. Stuckey, just after the shoot- 
ing, sent the only man in the store after a 
drink of water next door, and the argu- 
ment by state attorneys was that jn the 
absence of witnesses, he had taken that 
old pistol out of the safe and thrown it 9a 
the floor. 

Stuckey testified that Sevier, who had 
come to make a settlement with him, had 
said, when Stuckey mentioned his cash 
book did not balance, “I am getting tired of 
these insinuations,’ and presented a pistol. 
Stuckey turned to his safe, got his plstol 
and fired three times. He accounted for 
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| Sevier being shot from the rear by saying 


| he must e hit Sevier at the second or 
third shot, after he turned. 

No shot was fired by Sevier, and he was 
unarmed when he fell outside the store 
door. 

When the jury announced today that it 
had agreed on a verdict, the defendant be- 
came very restless, for a mistrial was all he 
could hope for, but his fact relaxed when 
the verdict read, ‘‘Guilty of manslaughter.” 
He was sentenced to ten years in the pen- 
itentlary. Notice of appeal was given, and 
Stuckey will probably be kept out of 
prison for some time. He has considerable 
property.

Churchmen Call on McKinley Relative 
to the Black Republic. 
Washington, July 8.—Bishop Grant, of the 
African Methodist Episcopal church, and 
Rev. M. M. Moore saw the president today 
with reference to affairs in Liberia.

cipient phthisis. Nervous energy and mus- 
cular vigor are usually increased, and the 
nutrition of the body and the general con- 
dition of the blood improved, by a sojourn 
at moderate elevation; above six thousand 
feet the appetite for food is diminished and 
the are frequently @is- 
ordered, whereas a medium altitude uy- 
ually increases the desire for food and 
quickens digestion, By reason of its med- 
ium altitude, contra-indications to a resi- 
dence upon the plateau are few, though 
organic disease of the heart where the cir- 
culation {gs much disturbed must not be lost 
sight of.

GET OUT OF JAIL 


Forced the Door of. the Prison at Falr- 
burn Yesterday Afternoon. 


FOUR ARE DESPERATE MEN 


Implicated in the Burning of Palmetto 
Last January. 


HOW THE PRISONERS GAINED LIBERTY 


Reward Is Offered for Five of Them. 
Sheriff Aderhold Was Absent 
on Business. 


Fairburn, Ga.,, July &.—(Special.)—A 
wholesale jail breaking occurred here this 
afternoon between 3 and 4 o'clock. There 
were fifteen prisoners confined in the jail, 
three white. Ten of 
for dear life, 

Those who escaped are George Tatum, 
Howard Hindman, Joe Varner, Isam 
Brown, John Jamison, John Owens, Henry 
Callaway, Clem Watts, Claud Briant and 
Milton Sewell. ‘ 

Four of these, Tatum, Brown, Jamison 
and Watts, are regarded as desperate char- 
acteis and were charged with assisting to 
burn Palmetto last January. They were 
the four out of the nine who escaped the 
fury of the mob the night five were killed 
in the warehouse in Palmetto. The oth- 
ers who escaped from jail were charged 
With various misdemeanors. The five who 
remained in jail could have gone if they 
had desired, but made no effort to get 
away. 

Sheriff Aderhold, who keeps the fall, had 
gone to a distant part of the county to 
make an arrest and had left the jail in 
charge of a friend. All the prisoners were 
confined in strong cells, from which there 
would have been no chance of escape but 
for the failure of an iron bar, which holds 
firmly the top of the only door to the 
cages, to slide into its proper place. The 
desperate criminals within were quick to 
make this discovery and lost no time in 
taking advantage of it.

A TALK WITH INSPECTOR FOWLER 


About Proper Test for Oils—Flash Is 
Right One, but Does Not Know 
at What Point To Place It. 


Toccoa, Ga., July 8&.—(Speécial.)—Oll In- 
spector W. O. Fowler, of this city, today 
Seized about 8,000 gallons of oil in Toccoa, 
A greater part of that held is in the Stand- 
ard Oil Company's tank, near the depot. 
The rest was in the possession of mer- 
chants. Mr. Fowler made a test of nearly 
all the ofl in the city today, and as a con- 
sequence only two or three merchants have 
been selling oj] afternoon, and many 
people have been greatly inconvenienced to 
get oil for domestic purposes. It secems 
that it Is only the last tank dellvered at 
Toccoa that falls below the legal test. Oil 
purchased by the merchants previous to 
the reception of this tank seems to be 
up to the requirements. 

When seen and asked concerning the seiz- 
ure this afternoon, jit became evident at 
emee that Mr. Fowler had been giving the 
inspection of careful study for some 
time. A comparison of some of his recent 
letters to State Chemist McCandless, to the 
report of Mr. McCandless of July 3d, to 
Commissioner O. B. Stevens, disclosed the 
fact that Mr. MeCandless had followed 
closely, in several instances, the conclu- 
sions and deductions of Mr. Fowler con- 
cerning the accepted interpretation of ine 
law governing oil tests. At least, Mr. Mc- 
Candiess’s report bears a striking resemb- 
lance in some particulars to Mr. Fowler's 
letter to him and to the departmént. 

The impression seems to prevall in this 
part of the state that oil which proves 
fire test above 120 is branded 10, whether 
the actual test is 121 of 149. Mr. Fowler, it 
seems, got this impression, and wrote Mr. 
Stevens concerning the matter, stating that 
he could not be a party to such fraud.

Governor Candler issued an order yester- 
day appointing Chairman Trammell, of the 
state railroad commission, and M. W. Rob- 
ertson, of Cobb county, special arbitrators 
on the part of the state to fix the value of 
the property of the Chattanooga Southern 
railroad, The appointment of two arbitra- 
tors for tlie state was found necessary "p- 
on the failure ofthe representatives of the 
comptroller general and the raltlroad to 
agree upon an umpire, 

The law provides that the two 
tors for the state shall confer with 
representative of the road delinquent in the 
taxes. A majority vote of the representa- 
tives, however, determines at what valua- 
tion the property shall be returned, and the 
action of this board of arbitrators will be 
final. Jt Is probable that Chattanooga 
Southern will represented by Alex C. 
King, of Atlanta, who has hitherto acted in 
the capacity of arbitrator for the road. 

The Chattanooga Southern runs trom 
Chattanooga to Gadsden, Ala., and owns 
forty miles of track in the northwestern 
portion of Georgia. This property nas al- 
ways, it is understood, been returned to 
Comptroller General Wright at about $5,000 
a mile, and this year, for the first time, the 
property was returned at $1,500 a mile, not-

The Confiscation of Oil. 

The official confiscation of nearly 200,- 
000 gallons of kerosene oil in different 
sections of the state is a matter more 
serious than appears at first glance, and 
is one which indicates something be- 
Sides that which appears on the sur- 
face. 

Primarily, {t reveals a 
real and imminent danger. Volatile 
Oils are uncertain factors at all times, 
and in spite of the utmost precautions 
that can be thrown around their stor- 
age and handling, there is alWays pres- 
ent a certain element of risk. Accidents 
are not infrequent in the communities 
that enforce the most rigid laws in 
this respect, and it has been established 
by numberless fatal explosions that oil 
of an inflammable nature has an un- 
healthy disdain for human restraints. 
In what proportion, then, is the danger 
increased when even the best prevent- 
ives which man’s ingenuity can devise 
are disregarded and private profit pushed 
at the expense of public safety? 

lhe case illustrates trenchantly and 
beyond argument the disastrous effects 
of monopoly. So long as there are sev- 
eral concerns engaged in. the handling 
of a certain article or product, it is rea- 
sonable to suppose that the standard of 
excellence will be maintained in a meas- 
ure by the very fact of competition. 
But when capital combines and either 
subsidizes or annihilates opposition, the 
public is placed in immediate danger, 
and in reality is the heaviest loser. The 
corporation cannot be blamed. ‘The 
men composing it are not in business 
for their health, and they do not un- 
dertake these immense projects of the 
centralization of capital unless they ex- 
pect to reap the positive harvest of ab- 
solute control of the output in any given 
direction. Those who are at fault, and 
in Whose grasp the remedy lies, are 
the people themselves. They send their 
representatives to the legislature, and 
are supposed to instruct them as to 
their duties. If the latter do not per- 
form thts mission, it is the fault of the 
constituent. 

Columns might be written on this line. 
This is but one instance of the mani- 
fold danger which the public generally 
runs from the daily increasing incur- 
sions of consolidated wealth on _indi- 
vidual enterprise. It is not often that 
such a demonstration is available, for 
the effects of the operations of trusts 
are so insidious to veil themselves 
until the damage has been wrought. 
But. the evil is there just the same, and 
it is as well to train the public mind 
to an aptitude in diagnosing the malady 


wherever it is encountered. 
—4——-— 


Crippling State Institutions. 
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The crippling of state institutions by 


making them subjects of local manage- 
ment is just now receiving a good deal 
of attention throughout the country. 

This discussion was precipitated by 
the protest of the local managers of 
the Batavia School for the Blind in 
New York against the interference of ‘‘a 
meddling state official,” and yet the 
institution itself was one established by 
the state and supported by the state, 
but prostituted to the local trade exi- 
gencies of the people of the town in 
which it was situated. 

But a few days ago The Constitution 
had occasion to notice the action of the 
Michigan legislature in enacting that 
“no resident trustees of any state instl- 
tution” should be-hereafter appointed.% 
The ground upon which this conclusion 
was reached was that the people of 
each locality, through the influence of 
its local trustee, forgot that the institu- 
tion belonged to the state and looked 
upon it as a local private snap. 

The case of the Batavia Schoo] for the 
Blind, however,*illustrates better than 
any other that has yet been presented 
this new evil which demands the atten- 
tion of legislation. Superintendent Mor- 
gan shows that the “meddling” which 
constituted the basis of criticism was 
that the state comptroller refused to 
allow the institution to pay local deal- 
ers 50 cents a ton for coal more than 
the same quality of coal could be bought 
for elsewhere, and which the manage- 
ment insisted upon doing for vears, re- 
gardless of all reasonable’ objections 
since the institution belonged to the 
State, and should not be compelled to 
pay tribute to local dealers. It was 
shown that this board had spent $13,500 
for a gymnasium which could have been 
bought elsewhere for $10,000. Mr. Mor- 
gan declares that “‘the real reason for 
this outburst of indignation against in- 
terference with the management of cer- 
tain institutions is because the man- 
agers are being deprived of the power 
to abuse the trust imposed in them.” 
He then goes on to say: 

The idea has quite generally prevailed fn 
the neighborhood of public institutions that 
they present legitimate plunder for the 
locality, and this greed for getting money 
out of the state was satisfied without re. 
gard to the interests of the tax-paying 
public or to the physical or moral welfare 
of the tnmates, 

In the past merchants of the locality have 
combined and divided the trade of the in- 
Stitution at prices in excess of the market 
rates, butchers have combined and forced 
the purchase of inferior grades of meat at 
the highest prices prevailing for the best. 

‘The disclosure which is thus made is 
one of many now in the public eye, 
and grows out of that policy of divid- 
ing up public ‘institutions through com- 
petitive bidding. State legislatures, 
which are charged with the business 
of the whole community, go into the 
auction business, and divide out these 
institutions regardless of the benefits 
which they will confer, or of their con- 
venience in freight facilities. They 
seem to forget that when a community 
goes into this bidding for state institu- 
tions, loading themselves with heavy 
debts, they must have in view some 
method of recoupment, and that the 
most general one is by forcing the state 
to purchase supplies in a dear market 
instead of in a cheap one. In a neigh- 
boring state, for instance, a normal 
school which had been established for 
the training of poor country girls as 
teachers was almost broken up because 
of the objections made by the loca) 
merchants against the manager buying 
his supplies in a market which would 
allow him to cheapen the expenses of 


his students. All of a sudden the very 


| same mén who had been before the leg- 
islature pleading for this school on 
patriotic grounds in order that the 
poor might be educated turned around 
and became ravenous as wolves in the 
demand that these same poor students 
should be compelled to pay high prices 
for food supplies, when they could get 
them 25 per cent cheaper elsewhere. 
‘There are many ways in which a state 
can practice economy, but high above 
every other method known, the deter- 
mination to keep state institutions com- 
pletely within state control will be the 
most effective step possible to be. taken. 


A Seasonable Word. 

We are glad to gee in a New England 
newspaper—The Springfleld Republican 
—a serious protest against the injection 
into the business of school teaching of 
the various pseudo-scientific schemes 
that are constautly emerging from the 
restless minds of fakirs and experl- 
menters who are constantly appearing 
before the public with their so-called 
“scientific” schemes. This sort of thing 
is getting to be as common as the vari- 
ous brands of patent medicine, all of 
which, in their turn, are the result of 
“sclentific formulas.” 

There was a time when the great 
brood of “isms” had their origin In New 
England, but that time ig past. The in- 
fection has now spread to all parts of 
the country, and now all a man has to 
do to win respectful attention from a 
certain class of minds is to come for- 
ward with some educational nostrum and 
announce that it is “scientific.” The 
remedy for all this is a little whole- 
some common sense on the _ part of 
teachers. There is no reason wnat- 
ever why men or women engaged in 
teaching children should stand in awé 
of or show respect for any system 
merely because it has in it the patent 
medicine brand of ‘‘scientific.” 

There is nothing as sure in any pro- 
fession ag it is In teaching that the best, 
indeed the only. systems worthy of ser!l- 
ous consideration, are those which bear 
the unmistakable mark of success. This 
mark can be found only on_ those 
schemes and svstems which have long 
passed the experimental stage. The pro- 
fession of teaching and education, as 
our New England contemporary sug- 
gests, have suffered from the incursion 
of these transient fads; and this has 
been due to the,.fact that education “has 
offered an inviting fleld to system-mon- 
gers with large scientific pretensions, 
and also because a large proportion of 
the teachers have not had enough in- 
tellectual independence or a_ broad 
enough education to resist the dread 
which in these days ig inspired among 
the half educated by anything that gives 
itself out to be science.” 

Our contemporary refers’. specifically 
to the reverence in which psychology 
and kindred studies are held by certain 
timorous minds, and to their efforts to 
turn these studies into a recipe for 
power in teaching. But the following 
after the scientific fakirgs goes deeper 
than timorousness. It is based on the 
desire to shine, on the ambi- 
tion to perform some caper that 
will attract attention. It crops 
out in contributions to educa- 
tional journals, and through the teach- 
ers, it sheds awe on some parents, while 
the great majority of those responsible 
for the well being of the little ones 
never give a thought to the question 
whether the stuff they are crammed 


| with is wholesome or unwholesome. 


Conscientious teachers. however, 
should have no trouble in disposing of 
these fads. True science never goes 
about with brass bands and a circus 
tent. The real scientists are never 
found proclaiming that they are scien- 
tists. 
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Atlanta had several showerg yester- 
day, showing that The Constitution was 
right when it advised Wncle Bud Ker- 
nodle to set out his calamus bed in our 
celebrated mud shack.

Editor Constitution: Your editorial this 
morning was on the right line. 

A good deal has been said and done of 
late toward the bringing of new industrial 
enterprises to Atlanta, but I have not 
heard of much effort being made to sup- 
port, encourage, and retain those we have 
here, 

In, ‘my capacity of manager of the Foote 
& Davies directory of Atlanta, I have had 
Occasion to meet all classes of the indus- 
trial and mercantile interests of Atlanta, 
and much to my surprise have heard a 
number of complaints about the lack of 
Interest displayed by our peovle in sUp- 
porting home industries. 

Now this should not be so. 

Many manufacturers :ssure me t' at they 
can place as good a quality of product be- 
fore the people of Atlanta, as any compet- 
itor in the world, and for less money. One 
of our cotton manufacturers told me thas 
his goods, in their respective grades, were 
the equal of any made anywhere, and he 
sold them at the same price, but that a 
large and old wholesaler here, a man who 
fought in the confederate army, and who 
Is supposedly a thorough southeraer, told 
him that ‘‘all things being equal, he weuld 
buy his goods jn the northern market.” A 
manufacturer of wearing apparel told me 
practically the same thing. What is the 
result? If the cotton mi'l should burn 
down, I am assured that :t is very doubt- 
ful if it would be rebuilt, and :hus a large 
industrial investment would be lost to At- 
lanta and from 600 to 600 people thrown out 
of employment; the weaving appurel man 
ls compelled to sell his gvods in ‘Texas, Ten- 
nessee and other states, thus spending 
money there that should be kept at acme. 

There are numerous other :mstances, but 
these suffice to giow how the wind blows, 
Now, it becomes our duty as c.tizens to 
change this state of ‘affairs. It can be 
done, and done well, without hardship to 
any one and with infinite venellt to Atlanta 
and every person withiin her borders, 

There are many ways of doing it. Here 
are a few: 

First, let the 
At- 
Aas 


me make a suggestion to 
women. They are a potent factor in 
lanta’s retail commerce and can do 
much, or more, by their patronage, toward 
upbuilding home industries than the men. 

Ladies, organize clubs; let your motto be, 
“Patronize home industry,” and your 
watch word, ‘‘Atlanta.”’ 

A few of the wives of manufacturers cin 
get together and interest their friends, who 
in turn will interest their friends; a few 
of the wives of employees of manufactur 
ers can do likewise—retail merchants’ 
wives, professional men's wives, and wo- 
men generally, from all walks of life, can 
be interested in this great movement, and 
in a short time it will result in givin: an 
immense impetus to Atlanta’s enterprises. 

The manufacturers might get together 
and aid the ladies in this work or offer suit- 
able prizes for the best work dune in this 
line. 

Second, the retail 
immense amount of 
prominently Atlanta-made govods, by 
Spicuously placing signs ard cards ca'ling 
attention to the Atlanta-made pioducts in 
their stock (the manufacturers will gladly 
furnish the signs). by instructing their 
clerks to push Atlanta goods az all times, 
by printing on all their letter and biilheads, 
envelopes and literature ‘“‘Patronize home 
industry.’’ This latter work would rot only 
do good at home, but create 4 good impvres- 
sion abroad; it would soon meet the eyes 
of capital, and would interest them, be- 
cause it would prove to them that we are 
in fact, what we are in name, “for Atlanta 
first, last and all the time; capital 
would seek investment Here, and in its 
wake would come skilled ar-isans, mechun- 
ics and workmen, the very people v ho are 
the bone and sinew vf any community. 

Third. The manufacturers shouia eaier 
to the people of Atlanta, and let ‘hem krow 
what is being«made ere, by advertis'ng 
their goods and pushing item, and kcep'ng 
them everlastingly oefore the consumer; 
it fs not sufficient to simply be located in 
Atlanta—the people of the city are a busy, 
hustling body engrossed in their %wn af- 
fairs, and have not the time ty think of 
others. 

Manufacturers have told me ihat it 
would do them no good to advertise in At- 
lanta, because they did business witn only 
three or four jobbing houses in the city. 
What downright fallacy! It seems incon- 
ceivable that sucha statement should ema- 
nate from intelligent men; nevertheless, it 
did, and they seemed to be entirely for- 
getful of the fact that those three or four 
houses sold their goods to the retailer in 
Atlanta and elsewhere, and that the re- 
tailer in turn ‘sold to the cons'mer, who, 
after all, is the person who supports the 
manufacturer. 

Therefore, I say, to each individual man- 
ufacturer, appeal to the Atlanta consumer, 
let him Know you made somo>thing,. and 
that that something is vood fur the 
price as is made anywhere con earth: ad- 
vertise, let your Ught snine, ger Lehind 
your goods and push them into ihe hands 
of the consumer, and you w'il soon have 
no need to complain that Atlanta pecple 
should not support Atlanta enterprises. 

The Atlanta Milling Company [s a rota- 
ble example of the wisdom of this policy. 

I want to Atlanta nterprises flour- 
ish through Atlanta patronige, and am 
willing to devote time, thougnt and work 
to. that end, and I believe that by concerted, 
consistent and persistent action the work 
can be accomplished; therefore, if any on 
is willing to join hands with me to that 
end, lét us get together and talk over, 
Now is the time.

President Thomas’s Address to the 
People on the Subject—South 
Carolina News in General.

Columbia, 8. C., July 8.—(Special.)—The 
citizens of Marion, a thriving town in the 
Pee Dee section, has been shocked by the 
result of an analysis of the water used in 
the town, both from the deep surface and 
the artesian wells. Two months ago the 
eplendid health record of the town was 
broken. Fevers became prevalent, and.in 
@ number of cases proved fatal. Most of 
the sickness was among children attending 
the graded schools. The extraordinary situ- 
ation stimulated the municipal and health 
authorities to vigorous efforts to ascertain 
th ecause. 

The town's water supply was from three 
Bources—artesian “wells and surface wells 
and pumps. Samples of all this water were 
Bent to expert bacteriologists in New York, 
A report of the analysis has just been re- 
ceived. While the pump water is generally 
found to be wholesome and pure, a fatal 
exception is found to that on the graded 
school grounds, which is declared to be 
fearfully contaminated with maleficient 
germs and utterly unfit for drinking pur- 
poses. And the faith of the citizens of 
Marion in the excellence of the artesian 
water received a crushing blow when the 
chemists certify that it, also, is polluted 
and unfit for use. In many homes the 
artesian water has been used for drinking 
purposes in preference to any other. 

The cause for the pollution of the water 
at the gerade school cannot be traced. The 
well is more than 100 feet deep, and there 
are no residences in the neighborhood. The 
location was considered ideal from a hy- 
gienic point of view, yet much sickness and 
several deaths are traced to this well. 
Marion is the first place where complaint 
has been made against artesian water. It 
is used exclusively in many towns on the 
coast, where wells are readily bored, there 
being little or no rock encountered, and 
good flows obtained at depths ranging from 
200 to 1,000 feet. 

Their Belief in Prayer. 

The grand jury of Anderson county had 
two unusual features in its presentment 
made to Judge Gage. One was the expres- 
sion of opinion that the courts in South 
Carolina should be opened with prayer. 
Judge Gage said he did not understand 
why courts were not opened with prayer, 
and instructed the clerk to serve a copy of 
the presentment on the senator and repre- 
sentative from Anderson county, so that 
the matter might be brought up before 
the legislature at its next meeting. 

The grand jury further recommended the 
enforcement of laws protecting the ‘“‘feath- 
ered friends’’ of the farmers. The bugs and 
insects are particularly annoying and de- 
etructive this year, while there is a decrease 
in the insectivorous birds. 

She Used a Razor. 

The story of what may prove to be a 
fatal family row comes from Darlington. 
Stephen Green, a negro, was beating his 
wife for some real or imaginary grievance, 
when she ran away and entered a friend's 
house. As she went she hid a razor in her 
bosom. Green pursued, but found the door 
of the house of refuge locked, and on ad- 
mission being refused, he broke it down. 
Then he began to severely beat his wife, 
but she quickly drew her razor and slashed 
him across the throat from ear to ear. The 
wounded man ran to a doctor, and the wife 
went to a magistrate, preferring charges of 
assault with intent to kill against Green. 

The last session of the legislature amend- 
ed the law as to the binding over of wit- 
nesses in criminal cases. Heretofore any 
witness wanted by either side was bound 
over to court. Many Knew nothing about 
the case in which they were summoned, but 
their charges for mileage and per diem 
had to be paid by the county. The amended 
law requires only material witnesses to be 
bound over or summoned. Judge Gage, at 
Anderson, made a’ practical test of the 
economy this week by refusing payment to 
those witnesses who had been bound over 
as witnesses and knew nothing about the 
cases. The trial justices or committing 
magistrates are responsible. If this plan is 
carrjed out by the other judges, and the law 
Strictly adhered to, it will materially 
Ehorten the terms of court, and save each 
county a considerable sum of money. 

It is in the county expenses, after all, 
that economy can be practiced with great 
profit. There is where the leaks are, but 
somehow the county administrations are so 
near the people, and have such influences 
in their respective counties, that ‘‘states- 
men’ dread making an attack all along 
the line. The little matter of cutting off 
unnecessary witnesses will save _ several 
times more to the state than all the salary 
reduction of state officials, over which there 
was s0 much rowing and bitterness. 


For Good Roads. 


Mr, John P. Thomas, of Columbia, presi- 
dent of the South Carolina Good Roads As- 
sociation, is urging those interested in this 
work and the county officials who have any- 
thing to do with road working to attend 
the good roads congress of the Carolinas, 
to be held in Charlotte, N. C., this month. 

In an address on this subject, he says: 

“Two of the greatest factors in the good 
roads problem in this country are money 
to cover the expenses and trains roadbuild- 
ers who know how to spend this money 
judiciously. Road builders will not multi- 
Ply unless there is money with which to 
pay them, but the existence in every county 
Or township of supérvisors who know how 
to expend every dollar of road money to 
the best advantage, for permanent results, 
will very greatly increase the willingness 
Figg people to vote taxes for road build- 


“With a view to aiding in bringing about 
this result, by awakening an interest in this 
Subject, a road builders’ institute is to be 
held in Charlotte, the center of that ex- 
cellent system of macadam roads in Meck- 
lenburg county, for ten days or two weeks, 
beginning July lith, next. It will be con- 
ducted by J. A. Holmes, state geologist for 
NorthyCarolina. General Roy Stone, direc- 
tor of the government office of road en- 
€'ineering, will be with the institute for 
several days and will give it the benefit 
of his wide experience. Mr. D. P. Hutch- 
s0n, manager of the Charlotte township 
road work, and Mr. C. A. Spratt, engineer 
for the city and county road work, will 
take part in the discussions of good roads

But negotiations were not entirely broken 
off, and now the offer is to build the house, 
equip and run it in first-class style, if 
Columbia banks will take $60,000 in 6 per 
cent first mortgage bonds. This will be 
done. The hotel is to be ready for this 
winter’s tourist business, 

Columbia has needed nothing more than 
a house at which men with means would be 
willing to stop. She will, by next winter, be 
on two direct routes from the north to 
Florida—the Southern and the Seaboard— 
and a hotel is more than ever a necessity.

TOPICS OF INTEREST FROM 
GEORGIA AND ELSEWHERE 


Judge James M. White, of Monroe coun- 
ty, died at his home on Friday, July 7th. 
He was one of the best known citizens of 
middle Georgia. The years of his life were 
long enough to connect his career with the 
pioneer period of Georgia, on the one hand, 
and with the age of electricity on the other. 

Judge White was born in Greene county 
{in 1822, but when six months old, his parents 
moved to Monroe to the’ very spot where he 
died. He had therefore lived at his home in 
Monroe for nearly seventy-seven years, and 
for the greater part of the time that home 
has been the scene of a hospitality the most 
refined and the most open. Every trait of 
Judge White's nature leaned toward that 
unbounded hospitality for which southern 
planters of the old time were distinguished, 
and he illustrated it perhaps more perfectly 
more constantly than any man who has 
lived down to our own time. 

To describe his character, to give more 
than a hint of his charming and gracious 
individuality would be to draw the portrait 
of a man noble enough and generous enough 
to figure in the pages of a great work of 
fiction. More than any other man the writer 
has known, he was worthy to move and 
breathe in the spacious fields of the ideal. 
He was one of those rare men who take 
hola upon the imagination and satisfy it, 
and who give assurance that the ideals of 
justice, generosity, charity, courage and all 
those characteristics that give nobiiity to 
man’s nature are within the reach of hu- 
manity. Of him it may be truly said that 
‘‘his deeds smell sweet and blossom in the 
dust.’’ 

Judge White leaves a wife and nine chil- 
dren, five sons and four daughters. Four 
of his sons—Messrs. James T. White, B. E. 
White, D. P. White and Ed. R. White

Georgia’s Tobacco Resources. 

Vice President John M. Egan, of the Cen- 
tral road, is now engaged in cultivating the 
tobacco interest of Georgia. The Savannah 
News says that some months ago the Cen- 
tral railroad sent out many hundreds of 
pamphlets bearing on the cultivation of to- 
bacco. Information was given, showing the 
best means to be followed in the production 
of the weed, and prospective planters were 
warned against all the enemies of the plant 
and weather and other conditions against 
which they would have to guard. The pam- 
phiets were widely distributed, nearly every 
farmer along the line of the Central rail- 
road in those sections best calculated to 
produce good tobacco receiving one. The 
pamphlets were not the only assistance fur- 
nished by the railroad. It aided in sending 
out a lot of seed for experiments. A firm 
in North Carolina went into the thing with 
the Central, and it and the railroad shared 
the expense of sending out packages of seed 
to all the farmers who wrote for them. The 
seed were planted and cultivated under the 
rules laid down in the book of instructions, 
and it is said there are many living along 
the line of the Central railroad now who 
have fine patches of tobacco. Mr. Iegan is 
well satisfied with the result of the endeay- 
or of the railroad to induce the people to 
undertake the culture of the plant in the 
country districts. He expects to see it de- 
velop into an industry of great importance. 
His prophecy is that the city will have a 
great manufactory in course of time. Sa- 
vannah is regarded as the natural location 
for such a factory for the conversion of the 
tobacco as gathered from the farms into 
the marketable form. It would be a proper 
distributing point, and Mr. Egan believes 
it no more than the natural outcome of to- 
bacco culture being undertaken to any 
considerable degree in Georgia for this to 
be the point of all others selected for its 
manufacture,

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Sketch of This Noted Divine Who Was 
General Grant’s Pastor. 

Bishop John P. Newman, D.D.. whose 
death occurred during the past week at 
Saratoga Springs, N. Y., was perhaps the 
most distinguished churchman of the Meth- 
odist denomination in America, Bishop New- 
man was born in. New York city on Sep- 
tember 1, 1826. His education was completed 
at Cazenovia seminary, New York. At the 
age of sixteen he joined the Methodist 
church. He was prompted to this action by 
a peculiar incident. Passing through the 
streets of New York one day, he was sud- 
denly accosted by a stranger of impressive 
mien, who, without a single word of salu- 
tation, simply said, ‘“‘“God wants your heart” 
and then vanished as abruptly as he had 
appeared. Two weeks thereafter, on a 
bright Sabbath morning, the same stranger 
met him, and before he could ask an ex- 
plantation of his intrusive officiousness slip- 
ped into the young man’s hand a slip of 
paper, on which was written, ‘“‘God wants 
your heart.” ‘“‘His.-message,"’ said Dr. 
Newman, in relating the incident, ‘‘was 
obeyed, and within a month thereafter } 
Was received into the Methodist Episcopal 
church.”

In 1863 he 
was given the honorary degree of doctor of 
divinity by Rochester university, 

In 1864, when the southern confederacy 
was tottering to its fall, Dr. Newman was

designated by the late Bishop Ames to or- 
ganize the Methodist Episcopal church, in 
the state Louisiana, Mississippi, and 
Texas. The task was a difficult and deli« ate 
one, to which he devoted five years of 
earnest and successful labor. He also es- 
tablished the New Orleans Christian Ad- 
Vocate as an organ of the northern church, 
founded an orphan asylum in New Or- 
. leans, and organized a norma! school and an 
academical institution for training young 
men for the ministry. He established and 
built nine churches for the colored people, 
and reared a _ substantial $50,000 church, 
which was free to all classes. 

Dr. Newman's peculiar labors jn the 
southwest during the exc'ting rceonstruction 
period naturally brovght him into familiar 
contact with the leading men of the re- 
publican party, and at the opening :-of the 
session of the senate in the spring of 1869 
he was elected chaplain of that body. The

F egleneia Metropolitan Methodist Episco- 
pal church at Washington had just been 
dedicated, and Dr. Newman was appointed 
its pastor. President Grant, Chief Justice 
Chase and a number of leading senators and 
congressmen were regular attendants at 
this church, and Dr. Newman from that 
circumstance soon came to be called famil- 
larly the “‘Court Chaplain.’’ Dr. Newman 
remafned in WaShington four years, retain- 
ing the chaplaincy of the senate during 
that time, but resigned in December, 1873, 
having started in March preceding on a 
tour around the world, holding from Pres- 
ident Grant a commission as inspector of 
United States consulates. He was absent 
on this political mission for two years, 
drawing a salary of $5,000 per year, with 

2,500 for his wife as private secretary. The 
principal fruit of the expedition was a very 
commonplace book of travel entitled ‘“The 
Thrones and Palaces of Nineveh and Baby- 
lon,’’ which, however, was floated by Dr. 
Newman's name.

April, 1878, he was again obliged to leave 
Washington, by reason of the three-year 
limit, and he then became the pastor of 
the Central Methodist Episcopal church in 
New York city. At the general conference 
Of 1880, he was a candidate for bishop, 
but received only & votes on the first 
haliot, and fell off to 24 on the third and 
last. He was determined, however, to 
leave the itinerancy, and at the close of 
1881 he accepted a call from the Madison 
Avenue Congregationalist church, in New 
York city. This church nad a debt of $80,- 
000 hanging over it, which Dr. Newman 
made a desperate effort to cancel. Ex- 
Presiden: Grant became a pewholder, and 
a number of prominent brokers and busi- 
ness men were numbered in the congrega- 
tion. Inside of two years, however, there 
Was a serious split in the chureh, the 
regular membership of which had dwindled 
down to Insignificant proportions. The 
Opposition to Dr. Newman was led by Dr. 
Ranney, and there were several bitter en- 
counters between, them a: the meetings of 
the congregation which were he'd tn Janu- 
ary, ISM. Dr. Newman had assumed the 
Pastorate on a salary of $6,000, which had 
been raised to $10,000, but he had never 
been formerly tnstalled and still kept up 
& nominal relation with the Methodist 
Church, making regular reports of his ia- 
bors ‘0 a quarterly conference of that de- 
nomination. The difficulty was finaly car- 
ried before a cvuncil! of the Congregational 
churches, but all efforts to bring about 
harmony between the warring ftactions 
Were futile, and Dr. Newman at last wrote 
his resignation in April. This was pre- 
Sented to a meeting ‘the congregation, 
from which the Ranneyites finally with- 
drew, when {t was unanimously refused 
acceptance. The dispute was then taken 
Into court, and itn November, 1884, Dr. 
Newman having meanwhile quietly aban- 
doned his pulpit, the church went into the 
hands receiver, In January, 188), :he 
anti-NewiMan party having succeeded in 
e.ecting its board of trustees, Dr. Newman 
Was formaliy dismissed from the pastorate, 

Dr. Newman went from New York ta 
San Francisco, but in 1886 returned to his 
Oid eharge, the Metropolitan church, at 
Washington. In Augus:, 1885, he preached 
the sermon at General Grant's funeral, 
but gave himself such offensive promi- 
nence throughout that period of national 
mourning that he was universally con- 
demned. At the general conference of 1888 
he was again a candidate for the eptsra- 
pate, and was finaily elected a bishop, 
after one of the most stubborn contests in 
the history of the ‘Methodist Episcopal 
Church, his success not being secured unth 
the fourteenth ballot. He has since’ his 
eiection to episcopal rank assumed his fill 
the duties that position, bu 
has not escaped criticism any more than 
he had previously. 

Dr. Newman is a man of unquestioned 
abdtiitvy and possessed of rare oratorica! 
powers. He has always been devoted to 
the sensational, however, and while he 
has had a powerful following in the Metho- 
dist church, as was abundantly shown by 
his final eleva‘ion to the episcopate, there 
has been no minister in that denomination 
Who has had more determined enemies 
This, also, has been abundantly shown in 
the protracted fight that he was compelled 
to make: before he could reach the goal of 
Nis ambition. 
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Some Reasons Given in Answer to This 
Question. 

Says The Christian Observer in response 
to the question, “Why attend church?’

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PALMER’S GREAT HYMN, 


How the Author Came To Write “My 
Faith Looks Up to Thee.” 

One of the most precious treasures of 
song in the possession of the church is 
the celebrated hymn by Dr. Ray Palmer, 
which begins with the line: 

“My faith looks up to thee. 

This hymn is written in a meter which 
at the time of its composition was little 
used in sacred, songs, not that it was en- 
tirely original with Dr. Palmer or that 
it was regarded as inappropriate for gsa- 
cred use. Charles Wesley, or whoever was 
the author of the stately, spiritual hymn 
beginning, ‘‘Come, thou Almighty King,” 
had employed the same meter three-quar- 
ters of a century before. But even this is 
not the oldest lyric which we find in this 
meter. The English national anthem, ‘‘God 
Save the Queen,’’ which is based on an 
old Latin chorus song (sung in 1688, when 
William of Orleans was busy with his 
preparations in aid of the conspiracy 
against the Stuart dynasty), is evidentiy 
older and is written in the same meter. 
Since the publication of Palmer's fine hymn

| more, popular as a patriotic tui, and 

Smith's “America,” which is a clafmant 
as our national air par excellence, is writ- 
ten in the same measure. It is but fair, 
however, to say that the selection of this 
meter by Dr. Smith was due to the influ- 
ence of the English national anthem, and 
not to the influence of ‘“‘My Faith Looks 
Up to Thee,’ notwithstanding the popu- 
larity of the latter hymn. But “My Coun- 
try, 'Tis of Thee,”’ it is interesting to note, 
was written only about a year after “My 
Faith Looks Up to Thee.” 

Palmer wrote his famous hymn almost 
immediately after graduation from Yale, 
when only twenty-two years old. It was 
written in December, 1830, when the au- 
thor was in poor health, and the manu- 
script was put away in his memorandum 
book. Speaking of his feelings at the 
time of the composition, he says: “I gave 
form to what I felt by writing, with little 
effort, these stanzas. I recollect that I 
wrote them with very tender emotion, and 
ended the last line with tears. I com- 
posed them with a deep consciousness of 
my own needs, without the slightest 
thought of writing for another eye, and 
least of all of writing a hymn for Christian 
worship.” 

The exact date of the publication of the 
hymn seems to be a matter of doubt. It 
appears that the author first published his 
lyric anonymously in some American pe- 
riodical, and that it was afterwards re- 
printed in some English paper, and in that 
country soon became quite popular. Ils 
first appearance in a hymn books dates 
from 1833, when it appeared in “Spiritual 
Songs for Social Worship,’ published by 
Dr. Lowell Mason and Rev, Thomas Hast- 
ings. 

One day in 1832 Dr. Mason met young 
Palmer on the street in Boston and Asked 
him if he could furnish a contribution to 
a hymn book he and Rev. Mr. Hastings 
intended soon to publish. Palmer com- 
plied with the request, and produced from 
his notebook the now famous hymn, of 
which he made a copy, entitling it, “Self- 
Consecration,”’ and gave it to Dr. Mason.

PROFESSOR R. “-M. McINTOSH. 


One of the Most Distinguished of 
Music Writers. 

When the death of Professor R. M. 
Intosh was announced a few days 
there was chronicled the passing away 
no ordinary man. For twenty-five years 
he had been well known in religious cir- 
cles as a popular author of hymn and song 
music, of his compositions having 
found secure Jodgment in the hearts of 
the people north and south. He ar- 
ranged music and edited song books, many 
of which had wide being purchased 
literally by the million. Among were 
books largely popular two decades axo, 
such as “The Gem,” ‘“‘Emerald,” ‘Tabor,’ 
“Amaranth” and “New Life."’ Of his later 
publications the two best and most popvu- 
lar were “Prayer and Praise’ and ‘‘Gospel 
Grace,’ the latter being issued in 159». 
His earlier books were issued by the South- 
Methodist Publishing House at Nash- 
Ville, his connection with it beginoing 
when the late Bishop Haygood was the 
Sunddy school editor for his church, anda 
it has been said that thelr immense sale 
had much to do with the rehabilitation 
of that concern from financial embar- 
rassments during the decade following the 
civil war. Some of the most popular of 
his Sunday’ school songs were ‘“‘When the 
Mists Have Cleared Away,” “When He 
Shal] Appear,” “The Heavenly Jerusalem,” 
“One by One," “Gathering Home,” “The 
Old Ship of Zion,” “The Kingdom Com- 
ing,”’ “Tell it Again”. “The Open Door,” 
and numerous others. It was a pathetic 
incident that at the very time when he 
Was passing away so0Me one going by the 
home, and not aware of his condition, was 
whistling this own dune to the beautiful 
words ““They are gathering homeward from 
every land.’" And at the funeral service, 
held in the quiet village of Oxford 
Wednesday, the: songs sung were those 
he had set to music—as though he was to 
join the celestial choir to the sound of his 
own melodies, 

Professor McIntosh was sixty-three years 
old at the time of his decease, having 
been born in Murray county, Tennessee, 
in 836. He was of Scotch descem, of the 
clan whose name he bore, and he had 
many strong Scottish traits, devoted in 
his friendships and pronounced in his posi- 
tions on all topics. He was a captain in 
the confederate service and was loyal to 
the memory of that cause to his last day 
As indicative of his strength character 
Bishop Candler related at his 
vice that when Andrew Johnson 
famous race for the senate in 
Captain Melntosh, though an 
erate soldier, was for him and 
the state in his behalf. Having 
pointment with Mr. Johnson to discuss the 
progress of canvass, he met him in 
Nashville, and after discussing general 
conditions, he said to him: ‘“‘Mr. Johnson, 
there is but one thing about you that your 
friends regret and but one argument they 
cannot meet—you are not a Christian. Ilow 
we wish you were a follower of our Mas- 
ter.”’ iMr. Johnson turned him 
sald: “Young man, vou first 
in nearly half a century to 
about my soul," 

That Professor 
Strong and noble 
from the fact that he made lasting friends 
of the most discerning men with whom 
he came in contact. Bishop Haygood was 
his warm personal friend from the time 
they labored together in the Sunday school 
work of the Methodist church to the time 
of his death. Through his influence Pro- 
fessor McIntosh came to Emory college as 
professor of music and taught there for 
many years, receiving from that institution 
the degree of Mus. D. He had large influ- 
ence with each succeeding president 
the school, being, according to almost 
universal testimony, ‘“‘wise in counsel.”’ 
Those who loved him and who mourn his 
departure can at least be giad remem- 
ber that ‘he filled no mean place his 
day and that tn giving to it his he 
served largely the chureh of living 
God. 

His wife and two daughters—the one 
wife of E. P. Burns, of th%s city, 
the other of the Rev. H. W. Joiner, of 
the North Georgia conference—are left be- 
hind to preserve his memory and follow 
his faith, ‘‘considering the end his 
conversation: Jesus Christ, the same y«s- 
terday, today and forever.” 
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OLD EMORY COLLEGE. 


Something About This Well-Known 
Methodist Institution at Oxford. 
In the current number of The Wesleyan 
Christian Advocate there appears an ex- 
cellent sketch of Emory college. Says the 

writer; 

“Emory college was named tn horror of 
Bishop John Emory, of Maryland, who was 
elected to the episcopacy in 1832 on the same 
ballot with Bishop James ©. Andrew, and 
who presided over the fourth of 
the Georgia conference at Washington 
Wilkes county, in 1834. In December, 1835, 
he was accidentally thrown from his car- 
riage and killed, near his home in Balti- 
more. The conference session, in 1836, «at 
Columbus, Ga., appointed trustees to in- 
corporate the college, and directed them to 
call it Kmory, probably at the Suggestion 
of Bishop Andrew, as a tribute to v3.c mem- 
ory of his lamented colleague. Yn‘ pursu- 
ance to the will of the conference, the trus- 
tees bought 1.400 acres of woodland near 
Covington, Newton county, in the granite 
region of Georgia, for $14,000, and, at the 
suggestion of Dr. Ignatius A. Few, gave 
it the classic name of Oxford, in honor of 
the old English university. 

“In 18388 the college was opened for the

dency ofg Dr. I. A. Few, with Dr. Alex- 
ander wleans and Rev. Churles W. Lane as 
professors. The first class, of three mem- 
bers, was graduafed:‘in 1841. During sixty 
years 1,177 men have received the diplomas 
of the college, and have since served the 
ccuntry and thachurch with honor to them. 
selves and their alma mater. 

“During the presidency of Dr. A. G. 
Haygood the college began to take on new 
life, when Mr. George I. Seney, of Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., gave about $100,000 to the insti- 
tution, erecting the building known as Se- 
ney hall, and making large additivns to the 
endowment. 

“Under the presidency of Dr. W. A. 
Candler $100,000 was added to the endow- 
ment, Rev. W. P. Pattillo, of Atlanta, Ga., 
giving $25,000. The -new lHbrary building 
named “‘Candler hall,’’ was erected at a cost 
of $25,000. 

“The original board of trustees was com- 
posed of men whose names are historic in 
Georgia Methodism: Ignatius A. Few, 
Lovick Pierce, Carles Hardy, William J. 
Parks, Elijah Sinclair, Samuel K. Hodges, 
Samuel J. Bryan, Alexander Speer, George 
r. Pierce, Daniel FP. Hillhouse, William 
P, Gresham, Seaborn Jones, Joseph A. Eve, 
Iverson 1.. Graves, Lucius Wittich and 
John Park. i 

‘The following have filled the office of 
president; Tgnatius A. Few, D.D. LL. D.; 
Augustus B. Longstreet, LL.D.: Weorge F. 
Pierce, D.D., LL.D.; Alexander Means, 
D.D., LL. 1D.; James R. Thomas, LL.D.; 
Luther M. Smith, D. D.; Osborn L. Smith, 
D.D .; Atticus G. Haygood, v.D., LL. D.; 
Isaac 8S. Hopkins, D.D.; Warren A, Can- 
dler, D.D., LL.D. Three of these, Drs. 
Pierce, Haygood and Candler were elected 
to the ep™“copacy from the presidency of 
the college. Dr. Haygood, however, de- 
clined the election in 1882 on account of his 
duty to the college, but was re-elected in 
1890, after he had recigned the presidency. 

“‘KKemory college has just closed the sixty- 
first session. The total enrollment was 329, 
the largest in the history of the ins.itu- 
tion. A class of forty-three was gradu- 
ated at the recent commencement. The 
sixty-second session will open September 
2“), 1899. The college not only has a more 
efficient faculty but a greater hold upon 
the interests and loyalty of our people 
Subscriptions amounting to $1,500 have al- 
ready been made to the twentieth century 
movement, and it is believed that this 
movement will result in largely incyeasing 
the equipment and endowment of the col- 


lege. 


RELIGIOUS ITEMS 
OF GENERAL INTEREST. 


In Toronto, Canada, with a population of 
about 200,000 people, there are nearly forty 
Presbyterian churches. Many of these are 
strong, one having a membership of 1,400. 
During the past twenty-five years nineteen 
new churches have been founded. Presby- 
terilanism in this city has kept pace with 
the population. 


D. lL. Moody, the evangelist, has issued an 


appeal for 100,000 selected books to be sent, 


to help missionary work in India. He says 
there are five millions of English speaking 
people there who cannot be reached by the 
ordinary missionary methods, and for thjs 
class the Colportage library idea has been 
started, and it has proved its efficiency al- 
ready, 

Some churches claim gereat authority on 
account of their antiquity. Antiquity is not 
always a commendation. Years ago Bishop 
Gibbons (now Cardinal Gibbons) said to 
Dr. E. BE. Wiley, of the Methodist church: 
‘My church is somewhat older than yours.”’ 
Dr. Wiley replied: ‘“‘The fact is so, and the 
devil is somewhat older than either one of 
them.” 


The number of Roman Catholics tn Aus- 
tria who have passed over to Protestantism 
during the present movement was estimated 
at the beginning of March at 56,000. It is 
thought that by this time it may have 
reached 10,000. In Vienna alone 600 were 
converted during 1898, and 250 during the 
first quarter of the present year. Encour- 
agine reports come in from many other 
places. In Carlsbad, for example, a Protest- 
ant minister acceded to the request of some 
Catholics to’ give them instruction § in 
Protestant principles. He expected to find 
only fifteen or twenty persons, He saw with 
surprise four times that number, and his 
labors resulted in forty conversions. 

No one has been selected, as yet, to suc- 
ceed Dr. John Hall at the Fifth avenue 
Presbyterian church. The committee on 
pulpit have adjourned their meetings until 
next fall, and for the first time in many 
vears the church will be ciosed during Au- 
gust. The persistent efforts to secure Rev. 
Alexander Connell, of London, have fatled, 
as he prefers to remain at the Regent 
Square church, London, where he receives 
a salary one-third as great as he has been 
offered by the Fifth avenue church. Some 
in the church still insist on a foreigner. 
while others demand an American. Proml- 
teachers will occupy the pulpit until 
The committee is endeavoring to 
secure some of the prominent clergymen 
from Europe who will attend the Pan- 
Presbyterian convention, soon to be held In 


Washington.

Two Great Roman Catholics. 
From The Outlook. 
Leo XIII is a wonderful improveme"t 
over Pius 1X. The present pope, by his 
letters on socialism and labor, and espe- 
Clally in his recent pronouncements in fa- 
vor of upholding law and order in France, 
has put the great church of which he is 
the head in line with the democratic spirit 
of the age. Pius would have done the 
country. Leo’s latest utterance is justly 
deemed by the faithful to be one of his 
most important statements of policy. It 
is contained ir a letter to the archmishop 
of Bourges, replying to a communication 
from that prelate asking if the interpre-a- 
tion put by certain royalists upon recent 
apostolic documents as being antagonistic 
to democracy was correct. This interpre- 
tation had evidently arisen through a mis- 
Conception of the true meaning of the 
pope's encyclical on “Americanism.” so 
calied. In his reply Leo reminds the arch- 
b'shop that, seven years ago, he counseled 
French Catholics to do nothing toward the 
overthrow of the republic, but to be loyal 
to it. He then refers to the principles of 
as laid down in his “Rerum 
Novarum,” a treatise on labor. He as- 
serts that no excuse is now left for French 
Catholics or others to have any doubts as 
to the attitude of the Holy See toward the 


intrigues against the French repvbDlic which 
have been carried on under the guise of 
the anti-semitic agitation and Dreyfus 
persecution. He exhorts anew the French 
Catholics to follow in every, respect the 
advice and warnings before given for their 
common good and to be guided and united 
by them without delay. Next 10 the pope, 
just now to American eyes at least, stands 
Archbishop Ireland as an expounder of lat- 
ter day ideas. If the notions of Father 
Hecker ever found a secret echo in Mgr. 
Ireland’s heart, he has been compelled by 
the holy father :o disavow them. But 
the theological ‘“‘Americanism” of Hecker 
in the Roman Catholic ts a different thing 
from the political and democratic Ameri- 
canism in that communion, and this no one 


has done more to propagandize than has 


the cloquent archbishop of S:. Paul. His 
course in this respect ts entirely consistent 
with obedience to a superior who has been 
& bulwark of similar hopes in Europe. In 
his Jeanne d’Arc oration at Rouen, in his 
addresses in Beigium, and in his recent 
London speeches before the Catholic Union 
Society of Great Britain and before the 
Council of Women, Archbishop Ireland 
spoke not only with the dignity of a prel- 
ate, but with the enthusiasm and mission- 
ary zeal of a genuine democrat.

The Baptist 
Georgia met in 
sion in this city at Wheat street 
church Thursday morning, July 6th, 
continued in session three days. 

The following officers were present: Pro- 
fessor A. R. Johnson, of Augusta, president; 
Rev. W. L. Jones, Atlanta, first vice presi- 
dent: Rev. W. A. Crittenden, second vice 
president; Rev. R. oe’ LaGrange, third 
vice president; Rev. J. G. Pondexter, fourth 
vice president; Professor J. 8S. Brandon, At- 
lanta, secretary; Mr. Willis Murphy, At- 
lanta, treasurer; Rev. E. P. Johnson, Madi- 
scon, corresponding secretary. 

There was a large delegation present 
representing all parts of the state. Much 
important work was done by the conven- 
tion that will help further Sunday school 
work among the colored people in Georgia. 
Among the other distinguished delegates 
present were: Revs. P. J. Bryant, pastor 
of the church where the convention is being 
held: G. H. Dwellie, C. H. Younger, Adam 
Williams, A. B. Murden, W. L. Jones, F. J. 
Wimberly, Professor John Hoge and many 
others. The work of this convention is far 
reaching in its scope, as will be seen from 
the reports of the last annual session, held 
at Marietta, Ga., which show that forty- 
three Sunday schools were represented, in 
which 287 teachers were laboring with 4,993 
scholars. The reports also show that 2,02 
of these scholars are Christians. This is 
an excellent showing, and it Is an easy 
and reliable way to collect statistics on the 
Christian progress of our people, 

At this session a large number of other 
Sunday schools will join the convention, 
and thus truth and light are being scat- 
tered among the people by these good, con- 
scientious, Christian workers, 

There are some strong Christian forces 
at work among our people in georgia, and 
when we think seriously of these forces and 
the good work that they are doing, the 
Christian influences they are spreading, we 
must confess that our people ought to be 
cetter. 

Let us see what some of these Christian 
forces are. We have two state Baptist 
educational associations, two state Baptist 
Sunday school workers’ conventions. The 
African Methodist Episcopal church has 
three or four conferences with all of their 
Sunday school conventions and missionary 
societies; the colored Methodist conferences 
with all of their Sunday school conven- 
tions and missionary societies, the Method- 
ist Episcopal church and its Sunday school 
conventions, missionary societies and Ep- 
worth leagues, the Presbyterians, Southern 
Presbyterians, Episcopallans, Congregation- 
alists and others are all well organized 
forces for good*°among the colored people, 

The laborers from these organizations are 
touching every corner of the state; they are 
reaching every home; they are holding up 
the gospel light that all may see the way 
in which to walk. These workers are do- 
ing thelr part—they are doing their duty, 
and if men are not saved it is not their 
fault.

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COMMISSIONER GLENN ON 
MANUAL EDUCATION 


In order to combat the mistaken notions 
which many people entertain in regard to 
the introduction of manual training into 
the public schools of the state, Hon. G. lt. 
Glenn, the state school commissioner, has 
recently compiled some timely observations 
on this subject. 

Says Mr. Glenn: 

‘Some persons seem to think that man- 
ual training means the learning of a trade, 
or that it means necessarily making me- 
chanics, cooks, sSeamstresses, etc. The 
schools can no more make these artisans 
than a college can make a theologian or a 
lawyer or a doctor. The purpose of man- 
ual training is the same as the purpose of 
all other kinds of training, namely: To 
make men and women more competent to 
du whatever they undertake to do in life.’’ 

In this connection, Mr. Glenn Quotes some 
of the fundamental! principles of public ed- 
ucation as formulated and expressed by 
the United States bureau in 1881, showing 
the duty of the state in the matter of pro- 
viding for the education of its children ia 
thoroughly practical directions. Continnu- 
ing, he says: 

“The objection to special technical train- 
ing does not apply to the training of pupils 
in the use of hand tools and other simp. 
mechanical processes, when such training 
is made a means of general education, the 
training of the eye, the hand, the mind. 
for educational purposes. Such training is 
rot the teaching of trades or handicraft, 
but is general training for mental growth, 
the same as free-hand drawing, and a; 
such, has-a place in the public school 
course. The public school has done its parr 
in preparing for special pursuits when it 
has given children an efficient genera] prep- 
aration for all pursuits and all this general 
preparation for all pursuits and all indus- 
trial experience shows that the more fun- 
damental and thorough this general prep- 
aration the more fruitful will be the prac- 
tical results in after life. 

“The same may be said as to the value «of 
‘natural studies’ the other branch of pri- 
mary education that the world now re- 
quires for common school education. The 
purpose of both is the same; to develop the 
whole child by training its brain through 
all of its senses. To bring the child in daily 
contact with things is to teach him to

| forty years ago ‘In all tts effects learning 


the meaning of things is better than learn- 
ing the meaning of words. Whether for 
intellectual moral or religious training the 
study of surrounding phenomena is im- 
mensely superior to the study of grammars 
und lexicons.’ Again he says ‘Without an 
accurate acquaintance with the _ visible 
and tangible properties of things our con- 
ceptions must be erroneous our inferences 
fallacious and our operations unsuccessful. ’ 

“Halleck in his great work on “The Edu- 
cation of the Cerntral Nervous System’ 
savs “The greatest gnistake made in edu- 
cation consists In shutting children away 
from nature and in trying to téach them 
almost entirely from books. Bense train- 
ing ought to be continuous and methodical 
until at least the awe of twenty. In those 
ages when there were few books the age 
when Chaucer, Dante and Shakespeare 
lived, the training of these senses continue 
during the entire life. Instead of readine 
about things men studied the things with 
their own senses.’ Shakesneare knew next 
to nothing about books. He had little Latin 
and less Greek and yet he knew everything 
nbout men and things. In ‘As You Like 
It’ Shakespeare has mentioned the text- 
books from which he learned most. 
“*And this our life exempt from 

haunt, 
Finds tongues 
brooks, 
Sermons in stones and good in everything, 
I would not change It.’ 

“The trouble is, we have changed {t.Bu* 
we are opening our eves to the follv of tha 
change. We are finding ouf. to our grea? 
joy and to the greater fov of the children. 
that the hookish speculations of the phf- 
losopher cannot be crammed tnto the brain 
of a child. Instead of forctne the philos- 
opher down the iy we are coming 
now to force the child down the phfloso- 
pher.”’ 

Next Mr. Glenn takes up some of the snu- 
rious and superficial objections which are 
offered to the proposed tnnovations. In an- 
swer to the argument that manual training 
would lead to materialism and materialism 
to Infidelity and infidelity to another French 
revolution, Mr. Glenn says: 

“If there had been in France, it Is barely 
possible there would have been no bloody 
revolution. Manual training and nature 
studies have always led, and will always 
lead, in the opposite direction from mate- 
rialism and infidelity. The people all over 
fie world who have been trained to do In- 
telligent work and to love nature and to 
learn from birds and flowers, and streams, 
and woods, have always been, and always 
will be, the most reverent and devout wor- 
shippers of God. Besides infidelity never 
yet was born In the schools of the masses.” 

Mr. Glenn argues that there ts nothing tn 
the constitution of the state antagonistic 
to the introduction of manual training Into 
the public school system, and that only 
those who are behind the progress of the 
age are opposed to the change. In conclu- 
sion, he Says: 

“ihe whole argument, then, for manual 
training and nature studies is that any sys- 
tem of elementary education ts incomplete 
without them. If all the brain tracts are 
to be developed at school, then all the 
senses’ must be trained together. 
important, no matter what place in 
the child is to fill. If he is to have the goud 
fortune to go to college and pursue a clas- 
sical course, it 1s au the better that the 
foundation of his- education should have 
been laid in broad and deep and complete 
natural lines. If he is to take some indus- 
trial or technical course, his elementary 
manual training is absolutely essential for 
that purpose. {f he 1s to have no nigher 
education at all, as is the case with a great 
majority, it is infinitely befier for him to 
huve such growth as may be allowed him 
to be natyral and normal, and not one- 
sided. 

“Rut the abiding, practical view of this 
question is the view that will appeal to 
most people. The vast majority of our 
children will have to toll wih their hands. 
The schools, as far as they may be able to 
do so, should give the enildren the fund- 
mental preparation at least for intelligent 
labor. The day of the mere drudge is gone, 
never to return. sahe labor of the future 
must he skilled labor. The machine is 
here, and here to stay and to multiply. 
Our children. rich and poor, must be train- 
ed to be skilful, or they will not be want- 
ed. Every child should be taught at school 
that it is to work, and work hard; that life, 
if it is to mean anything. means hard work. 
This is a divine law, and we cannot change 
it except to our hurt. With our great in- 
dustrial possibillities just now developing so 
rapidly and hopefully: with more kinds of 
raw material in Georgia than can be found, 
perhaps, in any state In the union; with 
19,990 applications of new forms of energy 
that come into vogue every year; with the

turned and had to hustie jike forty to Keep 
Our own folks from thinking that we were 
tyrants in our family discipline and fools 
upon genera! principles. We are getting 
all right now. Brown's girls can cock 
their feet up on che raiiing of a soda 
fount and call for a drink with a swagger 
entirely delicious, and they can shine at 
the Sabbath resorts with a glitter that 
eighteen hundred years more of church go- 
ing could not have brought them, and ihey 
have more delicious slang phrases to use 
upon occasion than their mother had 
words in her whole catalogue.

Lives with a Patched Heart. 

A remarkable tale of a wonderful surgi- 
cal operation is told in Binghamton. 
lf it were true it would indicate that 
age of miracles had returned, 30 
Binghamton’s surgery is concerned, at 
least. Here-is the tale just told 
by one who professes to know what really 
happened: 

“The heart of Rabbi Louls Ginsberg, 
stabbed -through the left ventriclé, was 
sewed up by Dr. W. L. Forker, and the 
patient lives. In France several months 
ago an attempt was made to sew up a 
man’s heart, but doctors have always held 
that a rupture of the ventricle was sure 
death. 

“Ginsberg was stabbed through ‘he heart 
by a negro, who had entered his place of 
business and whom he was trying to eject. 
He.fell to the sidewalk dying, but his wife 
pleaded with him not to give up, ind Ly 
sheer will power he kept. alive until Dr. 
W. L. Forker arrived. The doctor at once 
began injecting a saline solution to reolace 
the lost blood, hoping to keep the ran 
alive until the coroner could take ais ante- 
mortem statement. 

‘This was successful 
tion was determined upon. The *nan’s 
ribs were cut away and a flap of flesh 
turned back, exposing the heart, which 
was beating fast, blood spurting from the 
wound. With the speed of lightning the 
doctor seized the organ between beats and 
drew a threaded needle through the lips of 
the cut. The wound was partly closed, 
and another stitch and then another com- 
pletely checked the hemorrhage. 

‘The wound was dressed, and Ginsberg 
recovered consciousness and asked to hear 
some music. He was comfortable during 
the night, but his case took another phe- 
nomenal turn. His pulse went to 130 a 
minute and his temperature to 130 degrees, 
a range never before known in medieal 
history.

“For keeping out water, a cellulose belt 
of three feet may be said to be about as 
efficient as a six-inch belt of steel, so that 
we can protect our stability, when we have 
a good protective belt back of it to pro- 
tect our vitals, with 100 tons of cellulose, 
where we should require 1,000 tons of ar- 
mor, ° 

“In vessels of high speed, where weigh 
is needed for, machinery and an armor belt 
cannot be carried, cellulose is -used as a 
protective deck and cellulose belt beyond 
the limits of this armor. In accordance 
with this plan, the navy department has 
provided for cellulose protection in the Ken- 
tucky, Kearsarge, Alabama, Wisconsin, Il- 
Itnois and other new ships of the navy. 

“Our cruisera of the Baltimore type, if 
they are provided with a celluloid beit, 
would be warranted in engaging many of 
the second-class of other pow- 
ers: without it they are Hable to be sunk 
by a well-directed machine gun fire.

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Our Chalk Supplies. 

Editor Constitution—Where do we get 
most of the chalk consumed In the United 
States? MERCHANT. 

Atlanta, Ga. 

Most of our chalk comes from the banks 
of the River Thames and between 175,000 
and 180,000 barrels of the material are con- 
sumed In the United States annually. In its 
crude form remarkable flint fossils are 
sometimes found, usually the remains of 
fish. The process of manufacture from the 
natural state to that of a form when it can 
he utilized for commercial purposes is sim- 
ple. When received at the English mill the 
chalk is put into great machines and ground 
in water. Then it is floated off into vats 
of clear water, where all the impurities and 
foreign substances are precipitated, the 
water being afterwards drawn off by @ se- 
ries of filtering operations, ‘and the soft 
residuum dried by steam heat and exposure 
to the air. The substance is then reduced 
to a powder of different degrees of fineness 
by grinding in a burr mill and belting, when 
it is ready to be packed in barrels and ship- 
ped for use. In America the largest con- 
sumers of chalk are the rubber goods manu- 
facturers. Rubber in its crude state being 
sticky, unmanageable and available only 
for very simple purposes, becomes vulcaniz- 


: ed and hardened by adding to it chalk, while 


it is hot, thus rendering it suitable for the 
various uses to which it is put. A large 
quantity of chalk is also employed in the 
preparation of paint and putty, being term-

ship. Even though the cellulose did not 
hold long enough to float a ship back to 
port, it would suffice to let her passengers 
escape, and would thus remove the most 
horrible feature of ocean catastrophes. 

The two new passenger ships, the largest 
ever constructed in this country, which the 
Cramps have undertaken to build for the 
American line, will probably have the corn 
pith packing to add to their buoyancy and 
safety. Mr. Cramp himself is an enthusias- 
tic believer in the new device. 

In trying to find a product that would 
answer the needs of the navy, Mr. Marsden 
unwittingly stumbled upon a product that 
is useful in a greater variety of ways than 
any other growth of our flelds, Since the 
manufacture of cellulose for the use of the 
navy, two years ago, it has been applied to 
a dozen other practical uses, which ulti- 
mately will utilize the whole product of our 
cornfields. It is estimated that a hundred 
and fifty million tons of cornstalks go to 
waste every year now. When this amount 
is all utilized, it will add three-quarters of a 
billion dollars to the yearly resources of 
American farmers, and will i the 
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increase 
annual business of the country by consid- 
erably more than a Dillion.

simple matter. 

Even in the efforts to make the exposi- 
tion’s displays attractive to the ordinary 
visitor, the practical is not lost to sight.

ARTIFICIAL TEETH 


| “The man or woman who is much trou- 
bled over the necessity of having an arti- 
ficial tooth inserted,’’ sald a popular den- 
tist the other day, ‘‘may take consolation 
from the fact tha: there are about 20,000,- 
000 of such teeth manufactured and 
annually in the United States, allowing, on 
an average, one artificial :ooth every four 
years to each man, woman and child in 
the country, including Indians, negroes 
and tramps. 

“On the authority of the greatest manu- 
facturer of dental supplies in the country, 
there are over 40,000 ounces of pure god 
worked up annually for dentists’ use in 
material for filling teeth, in plates and 
solders, the value of this gold approxi- 
mating $1,000,000. Im addition there are 
about §0,000 ounces of piatinum used annu- 
aily by the jarious manufacturers of 
porcelain teeth, to say nothing of the 
large amount of silver amalgum prepared 
for inconspicuous fillings, such as those 
in the back teeth. 

“There is no other profession which has 
made greater strides during the last faw 
years than has dentistry, and the number 
Of practitioners has steadily increased un- 
til now there are 20,422 dentists in the 
United States. Even the jittle towns of 
Alaska have their dentists, there being nine 
engaged in practice in the terrirory. 

“As figures do not jie, the majority 
these men cannot have very much to do, 
vecause 20,000,000 of false teeth and $1,000,000 
worth gold for fillings, divided 
equally between 20,422 dentists al.ows only 
about 100 teeth and a lit:le less than $0 
worth of gold per annum to each den- 
tist. As the popular practitioners in large 
cities many times these amounts, 
many of them earning from $8,000 to $15,000 
a year in the practice of their profession, 
it will readily be seen that a good many 
of the smaller ones must fal) far below 
the annual average.

*“Cataphoresis,’’ continued the doctor, 
the process of driving anaesthetics 
the bone tissue, or d¢Mine, by means of 
a gentie current of e-ettrici'ty applied to 
the cavity itself. The method is rather 
interesting. The cavity is first cleansed 
as thoroughly as possible without causing 
discomfort .to the patient, and is then 
Closed with a plug of cotton just large 
enough to fill it without undue pressure 
at any point. The electrode is placed in 
the moistened hand of the patient who is 
required to grip it just tight enough to 
secure good connecion, the anaesthetic to 
be used is drawn into the barrel of the 
syringe and injected into the cotton. The 
current ig then turned on and graduaily 
increased till the proper amount is reach- 
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ed. If complete insulation is secured, ‘he 
| process is not accompanied by sensation 
) of any kind, and the subsequent drilling, 

which is necessary in order to cleanse the 
Cavity prior to filling it, can be done with 
no appreciable degree of pain. Without 
the aid of cataphoresis, however, there is 
no such thing as good workmanship in 
painiess dentistry,

The poems of Henry Timrod—as the writ- 
ings of every gifted author—are his truest 
biography, and his Was a life so acquainted 
with grief that he could truly have said 
with Heine, “Out of my great sorrows, 
lL make little songs.’ Generally speak- 
ing. his v reflects the pathos of his 
own life, and at such times as he uncon- 
sciously makes his own experience typical, 
then does he appeal most to the common 
heart. With him sorrow did not mean a 
narrowing of. the vision, but the philoso- 
pher’s breadth, and after knowing the his- 
tory of his private Hfe, one is surprised 
and glad to find at the close of this vol- 
ume of exquisite verse that not one note 
of bitterness has been piped, but through- 
out is a large and hopeful trust. 

Timrod was nature's own child, and with 
his rare poetic insight, he gives us many 
true pictures of the south. There are most 
touches of nature in his lyric 
as in many of his other poems.

With his love of nature is united the per- 
ception of the psychologist. One would have 
to seek far to find maternal love more ex- 
quisitely pictured than in “Our Wiliie’’

we cannot but feel that Timrod, with his 
perfect balance of character and fine sensi- 
tive temperament, was endowed with a 
peculiar appreciation of the sacredness of 
motherhood. 

In the psychic study of a bereft woman 
in her sorrow and in the treatment of state 
anr national issues, Timrod is equally ver- 
satile. His ‘“‘War Poems” form a magnifi- 
cent collection of martial verse, and after a 
single reading there linger in the memory 
certain fine passages of impassioned patri- 
otism. “Carolina,”’ “Storm and Calm’”’ 
and the finest of all in theme his song 
“Christmas,” are among the very best. 
The poem “Carmen Triumphale”’ begin- 
ning: 

“Go forth and bid the land rejoice 

Yet not too gladly, O my song 
Breathe softly, as if mirth would wrong 

The solemn rapture of My volce.”’ 
classic In Its purity of language, exquisite 
in its cadences, ends with the following un- 
parallied invocation of peace: 

“Lord! bid the frengied tempest cease, 
Hang out thy rainbow on the sea!

This new addition of the “Poems” con- 
tains a collection of fifteen sonnets—rare 
poetic gems, all. Even & casual] reading 
impresses the fact that here Timrod struck 
some of his highest, clearest notes. They 
are characterized by an almost austere 
purity of language, a classic quality of 
form, and a depth of insight and power.

But all the fish are not so romantic. The 
codfish, for instance, is unsentimental, and 
actually ridiculous. He is a great, gray, 
ugly fish, and his name itself is absurd. 
If there was such a thing as submarine 
humor he would figure in it, as the goat 
does in our own comics. The codfish has, 
in fact, an appetite which makes the goat's 
look pale, and when fishermen cut the fish 
open they assert that they often find such 
things as scissors, suspender buckles. horee- 
shoes, potato parings, oil cans, doorknobs, 
marlin spikes, corncobs and india rubber 
shoes. 

Another startling story told by fisher- 
men is that in heavy weather codfish eat 
stones to ballast them, but it is more likely 
that these rocks are taken in while at- 
tached to sea anemones, of which the cod- 
fish are very fond. It may be inferred 
that codfish do not object to nibble the 
fingers or hands of human beings, because 
the wedding ring of a drowned woman was 
once found in a cod’s stomach and the 
finder got 60 pounds reward for its return. 

Oysters and clams in the shell are very 
popular with the codfish, and there are 
vast heaps of dead shells in the ocean, 
“nested”’ together like Strawberry boxes, 
which are belleved to have once been in 
the stomachs of codfish. The appetites of 
these fish are insatiable. They will fll 
their stomachs, fil! their gullets. and fill 
their mouths with food, and stil] try to get 
more.

If people know more about the fish they 
eat, it that a slice of “baked 
blue’ might fill many a man with shudder. 
ing horror, for the blue fish {fs perhaps the 
most terrible and bloodffiirsty thing in all 
nature. The tiger has a sweet and cheer- 
ful disposition compared to the blue fish, 
the shark seems a phlematic and amil- 
able creature, and the wolf, by comparison, 
is positively mild. The blue fish make 
menhaden thelr especial prey. When a 
school of these fish perceive blue fish near, 
they swim away with such terrifie haste 
that the foams under them, but the 
blue fish distanced. They rush 
among the helpless menhaden biting, tear- 
ing, thrashing and even throwing them tnto 
the air. 

They do not Stop to swallow their prey, 
but Kili purely for the love of slaughter. 
The sea is reddened with blood and dotted 
with dead fish, but blue fish Kil} on untill 
exhaustion stops them, or until the men- 
haden get into such shallow water that 
the blue fish do not care to follow. Some- 
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times these ‘helpless fish are go 
terror that they swim ashore and are piled 
up in wind rows a foot deep. 

Biue fish do not eat one-tenth of the fish 
they kill, although when surfeited they are 
believed by some people to disgorge their 
food, in order to take in another meal. It 
is estimated that during a fair season. 1,000, - 
(uO blue fish are caught between New Jersey 
and Monomoy, and €®at about 999,000,000 re- 
main uncaught. Thirty or forty fish are 
sometimes found in-the stomach of one 
blue fish, but placing a blue fish's kill at 
only ten per day it will be seen that during 
their four months’ yearly stay on the New 
England coast, they destroy about ,200,000,. 
600,000,000 fish, and that is excludng the 
vast numbers of minute fish eaten by little 
blue fish, which are not included in the 
estimate. Carried into avoidupois it is 
calculated that 2,500,000,000 pounds of fish 
are eaten daily by blue fish. Nevertheless, 
they are handsome and gracefu! fish. Very 
little is known of their other habits, tut 
they are so nervous while in capitivity, 
that they develop corns on their noses by 
ttying to push the latter through the glass 
sides of their tanks.

THE BICYCLE AMBULANCE. 


Without doubt the cycling novelty of 1899 
has been the bicycle antbulance invented 
by a Chicago policeman. It onl 
sary to mention a few points to show what 
a decided improvement it will be on the 
present style of vehicle for conveying sick 
or injured persons to the hospital. 

The bicycle ambulance requires no outlay 
for its support, which, in the case of the 
poorer institutions of our great cities, is 
quite a consideration. It can be driven to 
the scene of an accident much quicker than 
can the ambulance at present in use. The 
injured or sick man or woman who has 
to be conveyed to the hospital travels much 
easier on the bicycle ambulance than on 
the jolting wagon that dashes, with a rum- 
ble and a rush, through the city streets, 
making the drive to the hospital a terrible 
experience te those who are already man- 
gied, bruised or battered so that even 
smooth traveling would be painful enough. 

The bicycle ambulance is provided with 
tires larger than those ordinarily used on 
the bicycle, for the express purpose of 
making the trip over the uneven streets of 
a city more comfortaMe to the patient. 

The first of these ambulance machines, 
for although theré has been a so-called mil- 
itary bicycle ambulance invented, this has 
never been a success, is constructed by 
utilizing the framework and wheels of two 
diamond framed tandems side by side, and 
about three feet apart, the same being con- 
nected by means of a light framework of 
seamless tubing, the whole being very neat 
in appearance and detachable with very 
little effort. 

The entire machine does not weigh over 
1” pounds. It can exsily be operated by 
two men on an ordinig’y road at a speed of 
ten miles an hour, and can be controlled 
perfectly by means of the patent device 
that is connected with the wheels, and acts 
as a brake at the will of the rider. —

But the most picturesque effect is MBiden 
by the foliage. It is a winding rivulet flow- 
ing from a lake which is fed Ly a water- 
fall constructed jin the further corner of 
the yard. It winds around beds of Japanese 
flowers, under a pretty arched bridge, and 
forms little pools and cascades. To get this 
effect the ground had to be given an incline 
of five feet, which required fifty cartloads 
of earth. 

The torri, or Japanese arch, in bright red 
and black, ig such as is seen near all Japa- 
nese palaces, on which the sacred birds of 
old rested. They are always made to look 
old, even if the wood has to be “treated.” 
The summer house and all the other wood- 
work is of chestnut, of fine workmanship, 
and decorated with the usual symbols. 
There are covers for Japanese lanterss, va- 
rieties of Japanese pottery and stone work, 
and @ bell which is rung by the wind. The 
paths are of bright round stones, which, to 
the Japanese, represent the island of their 
country. The water abounds with frogs 
and turtles, and even a smal! crocodile and 
a snake are to be seen here. 

Nearly in front of the doctor in the pic- 
ture is what is called Ishitoro. This is in 
shape like a little Japanese house, the win- 
dows on the sides ‘being covered with oil 
paper. At night, when the Japanese lan- 
terns are lighted, this is also illuminated 
inside, appearing like a house in the dis- 
tance. These are found in all Japanese 
gardens, and invariably tune the soul of 
their owners. Near the gate is a Japanese 
washstand and the first symbol to greet the 
eye is that of ‘‘Jehu’’—Liberty. 

The doctor believes in being out of doors, 
and finds his novel grounds a means of 
recreation. During the warm weather he 
has his méals out here, under an 
awning, The Japanese foliage was quite 
expensive, and altogether the garden cost 
nearly a thousand dollars.
